Hunting for Revenue, 


The city commissioners recom- | 
mend to the city council a revi-| 
sion in the taxation system of the 
city which is in some respects 
radical. The starting point in 
working out the proposed changes 
is the fact that the single tax sys- 
tem has failed and may as well be 
given up frankly and formally. 
That this is a fact has been ap- 
parent for some years, in effect 
ever since real estate ceased to ad- 
vance in price and began to re- 
cede. While lots were an actively 
marketable commodity at prices 
tending always upward, nobody 
eared if the whole revenue of | 
ihe city was collected from taxes 
imposed upon them.
